The costume of the Knights of Malta was a red 
tunic with slashed sleeves, a black coat, and a slouched 
Spanish hat, all having the white eight-pointed cross 
of Malta. 


The first actual record of the conferring of ritual of 
the Order of Malta in America appears to be in the 
records of meetings of Boston Encampment, so-called, 
on March 8 and March 26, 1806. 


During World War II, while the Axis had armies in 
Africa, planes from Malta harassed supply ships bound 
for Tripoli, and in return the island was under almost 
constant bombardment by Axis planes. The popula- 
tion huddled in caves, and the British planes took 
shelter in underground hangers, while the island held 
out with the aid of supplies and ammunition brought 
from England by submarines. 


Thus, throughout history, the island of Malta has 
forever been an outstanding fortress and refuge in the 
Mediterranean, colonized successively by Phoenicians, 
Carthaginians, Romans, Byzantine Greeks, Saracens, 
Normans, and Spaniards, — but most famous of all as 
the historic stronghold and headquarters of the Knights 
of Malta for over 250 years.

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A BRIEF HISTORY 
of the 
CRUSADES, KNIGHTS TEMPLAR, 
and KNIGHTS of MALTA 


An address by | 
Right Eminent Sir Robert Gardiner 
Wilson, Jr., Past Grand Commander 
of the Grand Commandery of 
Knights Templar and the 
Appendant Orders of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island 


Delivered on the Island of Malta, 
March 27, 1973, on the occasion 
of the Boston Commandery 
Pilgrimage to Malta 


A reasonably brief background of the Crusades and 
Templary may well prove of interest on the occasion 
of this memorable visit to the Mediterranean Island of 
Malta and the historic conferring of the Order of Malta 
in full form and costume by Sir Knights of Boston 
Commandery. 


At the outset, it should be stated that Medieval 
Templary was not an outgrowth of ancient Freemason- 
ry, nor did Templary initiate the original crusade to 
the Holy Sepulchre. Modern Templary was added to 
the structure of modern Masonry as recently as the 
18th century and Orders in Templary, first appearing 
in Boston in 1769, had already existed for centuries 
entirely apart from Masonry. 


For centuries during the Middle Ages untold thou- 
sands of Christians, as a religious penance, had made 
pilgrimages to Bethlehem and Jerusalem, the holy 
places where Christ was born and crucified. 


When the Arabs conquered the Holy Land, Moham- 
medan though they were, they gave protection to 
pilgrims from the West. 


The first structure to shelter the pilgrims in Jerusa- 
lem was built by a small number of Benedictine monks 
who later added two hospitals, one for men, dedicated 
to Saint John the Almoner, and the other for women, 
dedicated to Mary Magdalene. Thus they became 
known as the Hospitallers. From this group instituted 
in 1058, devoted to the care of the poor and sick in 
Jerusalem, sprang the Order of Saint John of Jerusa- 
lem, founded in 1096 with military duties at the time 
of the first Crusade. Thus there were two distinct 
branches of the Benedictines, - - the original religious 
brethren, and the others who assisted in the formation 
of a Christian military Order in Palestine. The military 
branch wore a red tunic over their armor, decorated 
with a plain white Greek cross, while the civil branch 
retained the original black habit and white pointed 
cross of the Hospitallers. 


Meanwhile the Turks, who were also Mohammedans, 
having obtained mastery over the Arabs, secured do- 
minion over the entire Holy Land which resulted in 
constant persecution and murder of helpless Christian 
pilgrims. 

In 1095 Pope Urban II urgently appealed to the 
Christian world to embark on a holy crusade, - - a 
War of the Cross, - - for deliverance of the Holy Land 


from the infidel Turks. As a result, a huge unarmed 
multitude, trusting only inGod for safety, set forth by 
land under Peter the Hermit without money or food 
and soon perished. Shortly thereafter, a far better 
equipped body of Knights and Nobles under the 
leadership of Godfrey de Bouillon fought their way 
through Asia Minor and Syria to Jerusalem, and in 
1096 tcok the Holy City from the Turks by storm. 


Thereafter, in the year 1118, Hugh de Payens, a 
Knight of Burgundy, together with eight other Nobles 
who had earlier fought under Godfrey de Bouillon, 
bound themselves to the Patriarch of Jerusalem to 
guard the approaches to the Holy City for the pro- 
tection of pilgrims from Europe, meanwhile living as 
regular canons of the Church under Benedictine rule 
in chastity, obedience and self-denial, and finally to 
fight in defense of the Holy Sepulchre itself. In return, 
Baldwin II, King of Jerusalem, granted to these knights 
a structure on Mount Moriah known as Solomon’s 
Temple (not the original Solomon’s Temple of Bibli- 
cal fame, but a Byzantine Church transformed into 
the Mosque of Omer). From this Temple the knights 
assumed the name of Knights of the Temple, or Temp- 
lars, and finally Knights Templar. 


Unlike the Hospitallers, or Knights of Saint John of 
Jerusalem, the Templars were a military Order from 
their inception. For them Pope Honorius II appointed 
awhite mantle as the garb of the Order, as distinguish- 
ed from the black robe of the Hospitallers, and in 
1141 Pope Eugenius III added the red passion cross. 


Meanwhile, despite mutual hostility between the 
Mohammedan rulers of Egypt and of Syria, the con- 
tinued Christian defense of Jerusalem grew more dif- 
ficult. A second great crusade, inspired by the famous 
monk Saint Bernard, ended in total catastrophe, and 
the only real defenders of Jerusalem continued to be 
the Knights Templar and the Knights of Saint John of 
Jerusalem. Finally in 1187, the great Saracen warrior 
Saladin, having become ruler of both Egypt and Syria, 
destroyed the Christian army and took Jerusalem. 


A third great Crusade, led by Richard Coeur de Lion 
and Philip of France, with a fleet of 100 ships, after a 
winter’s stay in Sicily, shortly followed in 1191. After 
conquest of the island of Cyprus on their way, the 
Kings successfully besieged Acre in Syria, but although 
twice within sight of Jerusalem, Richard failed to re- 
capture the city from the Turks. 


In 1244 Christian forces were annihilated by the 
Moslems, and in 1291 the entire Holy Land was final- 
ly lost to Christendom. Although the leaders of the 
defeated defenders of Christ found refuge on the 
island of Cyprus, they were unable to regain any foot- 
hold in Palestine. 


Gradually, however, the military power and the 
wealth of the Order became so enormous throughout 
Western Europe as to incite the envy of both Philip IV 


of France and Pope Clement V. This resulted in a plot 
to lure Grand Master Jacques de Molay and many of 
his knights from the island of Cyprus to Paris in 1306, 
and finally brought about their arrest and martyrdom 
at the stake in 1314, 


Surviving members of both the Order of Knights 
Templar and the Order of Saint John of Jerusalem grad- 
ually dispersed among scattered preceptories through- 
out Europe. In 1309 Templars seized the island of 
Rhodes which they successfully held for over two 
centuries until driven out by Solomon the Magnifi- 
cent, ruler of the Ottoman Empire, whereupon they 
dispersed to Crete, to Sicily, and to Italy. 


Ultimately the island of Malta was ceded in 1530 
by Philip of Spain to the Knights Hospitallers of Saint 
John of Jerusalem, it being agreed they would defend 
Malta from the Turks and the Corsairs of Barbary 
until such time as they might recapture Rhodes. Their 
promised defense of Malta was successful despite a 
tremendous siege by the Turks in 1565. In fact, assum- 
ing the title of Knights of Malta, they successfully 
held the island for over 250 years until June of 1798 
when Napoleon Bonaparte on his way to Egypt seized 
Malta without resistance, only to promptly lose it in 
turn to a British fleet in 1801 after a two year siege. 


The Cross of Malta, originally a device of the Order 
of Saint John of Jerusalem, is white, of eight points, 
having the four arms of the cross joined in a small 
centre point and with its extremities notched or in- 
dented to resemble fishes’ tails, - - an allegorical allu- 
sion to the Saviour, the fish being one of the Christian 
emblems of Christ. The sword was made in the form 
of a Latin cross, emblem of the cause in which it was 
worn. Military Crusaders on the march to the Holy 
City, when halted, followed a daily custom of placing 
their long two-handed, two-edged swords upright be- 
fore them in token of devotion to the Saviour of 
mankind. 


In the order of Saint John of Jerusalem, - - later the 
Knights of Malta, - - subordinate bodies under a Grand 
Master were called priories. When the headquarters of 
the Order was in Malta, two great festivals were ob- 
served annually, one on June 24, Saint John’s Day 
(their Patron Saint), and the other on September 8, 
Saint Mary’s Day, anniversary date of the day in 1565 
on which the Turks finally raised the long siege of 
Malta.

Em. Sir Budreau spoke concerning his experiences in obtaining a hospital] 
bed for one of our Sir Knights in Arlington. 


Em. Sir Budreau made an excellent detailed report as Chairman of the 
Boston Commandery Eye Foundation Committee. The report showed we now 
have 124 life sponsors listed, representing less than 15% of our large 
membership, and we also have 4 patrons and 3 associate patrons. 


The Commander welcomed Em. Sir Andrewsback in the ranks after his recent 
illness and reported current hospitalization of Sir Kt. William Stewart. 


Extended discussion was had on the matter of continued York Rite losses 
particularly as compared with growth in Scottish Rite membership despite 
periodic net losses. Em. Sir Esancy commented on the drop in Templar 
membership since a period when we numbered as high as 25,000 in this 
area.

BY-LAWS OF 
BOSTON COMMANDERY, K. T. NO. 2 


ARTICLE I 


CONSTITUTION 

Boston Commandery of Knights Templar, and 
the Appendant Orders, shall consist of an Eminent 
Commander, Generalissimo, Captain General, Prel- 
ate, Senior Warden, Junior Warden, Treasurer, 
Recorder, Sword-Bearer, Standard Bearer, Ward- 
er, Captain of the Guards, Armorer, Sentinel, 
Organist, and as many other Knights Templar, as 
the members may from time to time determine. 


ARTICLE III 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS 
Section 1. The first eight officers shall be 
elected annually by written or printed ballots; the 
others shall be appointed by the Eminent Com- 
mander. 


INSTALLATION OF OFFICERS 
Section 2. The officers shall be installed in 
September unless otherwise voted by the Com- 
mandery and shall retain their offices until their 
successors are elected and installed. 


VACANCIES 
SEcTION 3. If any officer elect should decline 
to accept the office, or in case of the death or 
resignation of any elected officer, the vacancy 
shall be filled at the next Stated Conclave. 


ARTICLE IV 


RECORDER 

SECTION 7. The Recorder shall issue to all 
members notifications of the Conclaves, and the 
special business of the Conclave. He shall observe 
with attention the transactions of the Command- 
ery, and keep an accurate record of them. He shall 
preserve in some safe place, and in good order, all 
the papers and books of the Commandery which 
are not required for immediate use. 

He shall promptly collect the revenue, and pay 
over to the Treasurer all funds coming into his 
hands. 

At the Annual Conclave, he shall present a cor- 
rect written statement of his receipts and pay- 
ments for the year, together with the amount of 
funds, if any, in his possession. 

He shall read the names of all the members who 
are in arrears for dues for two years, or more, 
unless otherwise voted by the Commandery. 


ORGANIST 


SecTION 12. The organist shall have the con- 
trol and direction of the music. 


ARMORER 


Section 13. The Armorer shall have the care 
of the Armory, and the general charge of all the 
furniture, regalia and arms of the Commandery, 
and see that they are kept in good order, and fit 
for use. 

He shall keep a record in writing of every ar- 
ticle in his department, and at all times render 
such assistance to the Officers as may be required. 


ARTICLE VI 


CANDIDATES FOR THE ORDERS 

Every candidate for the Orders shall make ap- 
plication in writing, stating his age, residence and 
occupation, enclosing the fee of fifty dollars, and 
accompanied by a certificate from two members 
of Boston Commandery, certifying that he has 
regularly received the degree of Royal Arch Ma- 
son or that he has petitioned a Chapter of Royal 
Arch Masons for the Capitular Degrees, and is 
of good moral character and respectability. 

The unanimous ballot of the members present 
shall be necessary for his admission. If he is not 
accepted the fee shall be returned. 


ARTICLE VII 
MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. All Knights receiving the Orders 
in this Commandery, and immediately thereafter 
signing the By-Laws, shall thereby become mem- 
bers thereof. No one shall be entitled to the priv- 
ileges of membership until he has signed the 
By-Laws. 


ARTICLE VIII 


LIFE MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1, Any member of the Commandery 
whose dues are not in arrears shall upon the pay- 
ment of a fee of fifteen times the annual dues, 
be constituted a Life Member. 

Life Members shall enjoy all the rights and 
privileges of full membership, and shall be exempt 
from annual dues for the support of the 
Commandery. 


DUTIES OF TRUSTEES 

SECTION 5 (8rd paragraph). They shall semi- 
annually pay to the Treasurer for the use of the 
Commandery, all incomes derived from the Fund, 
so far as the same can be determined, provided the 
Standing Committee on Finance unanimously so 
require — otherwise the said income shall be 
adéed to and constitute a part of the Permanent 
Fund. 


ARTICLE IX 


CHARITY FUND 

SecTIon 1. The Charity Fund established by 
Boston Commandery shall be styled, “The Charity 
Fund of Boston Commandery of Knights Temp- 
lar.” The Fund shall consist of such bequests, do- 
nations, subscriptions, and other additions as shall 
from time to time be made to it, by any person or 
by vote of the Commandery. 

The principal of the fund shall never be 
expended. 

The Trustees shall by vote of the Commandery, 
appropriate any of the matured income of the 
Charity Fund to charitable purposes; but all of 
the income received and unappropriated at the 
end of the year, shall be added to the principal of 
the fund and shall thereafter constitute a perma- 
nent part thereof. 


TRUSTEES OF THE CHARITY FUND 
Section 2. The Charity Fund of Boston Com- 
mandery, shall be held in the name of Boston 
Commandery of Knights Templar, and shall be 
under the direction and control of the Trustees of 
the Permanent Fund. 


ARTICLE X 
FEES AND DUES 


SECTION 1. The fees for the Orders conferred 
in Boston Commandery shall be fifty dollars. 


DIPLOMA 


SECTION 2. Every candidate receiving the Or- 
ders in this Commandery is entitled to receive a 
diploma without charge. 


FEE FOR MEMBERSHIP 


SecTIon 8. The fee for affiliated membership 
for a Knight Templar shall be ten dollars. No 
application for membership shall be received from 
any Knight Templar except he is in good standing 
as such. In the case of former membership in this 
Commandery, which has been forfeited, the full 
amount of dues owing the Commandery by the Sir 
Knight at the time of the forfeiture, in addition to 
the regular fee of ten dollars, shall accompany 
the application for reinstatement unless same is 
waived by the Eminent Commander. 


COMPENSATION TO RECORDER 


Section 4, The Recorder shall receive as com- 
pensation for his services such sum as shall be 
determined by the Standing Committee on Fi- 
nance, or by vote of the Commandery. 


ANNUAL DUES 


SECTION 5: Every member, except Life Mem- 
bers and Honorary members, shall pay the Re- 
corder annual dues as follows:

SEcTION 6. The Standing Committee on Fi- 
nance shall have full authority to remit from time 
to time, the dues of any member whose age, infirm- 
ity, misfortune, or deserts may in their good judg- 
ment entitle him to the remission and a list of 
same shall be kept by the Recorder. 


EXTRA ASSESSMENTS 


SEcTIoN 8. Bills for annual dues and for any 
assessment shall be payable in advance. The fiscal 
year shall commence with September 1, and end 
with August 31 of the succeeding year. 

Any member whose dues or assessments are not 
paid on or before the first day of January next 
succeeding their maturity, shall be deemed a de- 
linquent under the By-Laws, and may, by direction 
of the Standing Committee on Finance, be pro- 
ceeded against for non-payment of dues in the 
manner prescribed by the Grand Constitution. 
The notice therein provided for shall be served 
upon the delinquent Sir Knight at least two 
months before action shall be taken upon his sus- 
pension or expulsion, either by giving such notice 
to him in hand, or by leaving the same at his last 
and usual place of abode, or by mailing the same 
to his last known address, postage prepaid. Any 
member whose dues or assessments are three 
years in arrears shall be proceeded against for 
non-payment of dues, or his dues shall be remitted 
in accordance with Article X, Section 6. 


It shall be the duty of the Recorder to render 
due bills to delinquent members in January, April 
and June of each year. 


ARTICLE XI 
DRESS 


Black dress or frock coat, trousers, black cravat 
and boots. 


UNIFORM TO BE WORN 


Section 2. It shall be the bounden duty of 
every member to wear the uniform of the Com- 
mandery when he is present with the Commandery 
in public parades. 


ARTICLE XV 


BUDGET 

A budget of anticipated income and proposed 
expenditures for the Commandery fiscal year shall 
be presented for approval by the Sir Knights at 
the June or September regular Conclave by the 
Eminent Commander elected at the June Conclave 
each year. The Committee on Finance shall not 
authorize expenditures in excess of the budget so 
approved unless expressly authorized by vote 
of the Commandery at a regular Conclave. 


ARTICLE XVI 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL OF THE BY-LAWS 

SECTION 2. Every proposition to amend or re- 
peal shall be referred to a committee of three, who 
shall report thereon at the next Stated Conclave, 
and the proposition may then be adopted by the 
consent of two-thirds of the members present, pro- 
vided, however, that any proposition to amend or 
repeal Article VIII relating to the Permanent 
Fund or Article IX relating to the Charity Fund 
shall not be adopted, unless the proposition be 
made, in writing, at a Stated Conclave, borne on 
the notification for the two succeeding Stated 
Conclaves, and then adopted by four-fifths of all 
the members present, and not as to Article XVII 
except by a four-fifths vote of all members present 
at a Stated Conclave after written notice. 


ARTICLE XVII 


ANNIVERSARY ENDOWMENT FUND 
OF BOSTON COMMANDERY 

SEcTION 1. A special permanent fund shall be 
established and known as the Anniversary En- 
dowment Fund of Boston Commandery, which 
said fund shall consist of the net balance now on 
hand from the 150th Anniversary Celebration of 
Boston Commandery, together with such bequests, 
donations, subscriptions, and other additions, as 
shall from time to time be made to it by any per- 
son or organization or by vote of the Commandery, 
and to be considered especially in memory of Em. 
Sir Robert Gardiner Wilson who served Boston 
Commandery as Commander 1931-1933. 

Section 2. The fund shall be held in the name 
of Boston Commandery of Knights Templar, but 
not commingled with any other Commandery fund, 
and shall be under the direction and control of a 
Board of Trustees consisting of the Commander, 
Treasurer, and Recorder, ex officio. 

It shall be the duty of such trustees to encour- 
age and solicit additions to such Endowment Fund 
through further donations and especially bequests, 
the better to assure the continued growth, pros- 
perity, and fraternal activity of Boston Command- 
ery in the cause of Christian Knighthood. 

SECTION 8. The trustees may invest all or any 
parts of said fund in such securities as are lega 
for Massachusetts Savings Banks; they shall an- 
nually pay over to the Treasurer for the use of the 
Commandery, any income derived from this fund, 
provided the Eminent Commander so requests, bu 
otherwise said income shall be added to and con- 
stitute a part of said fund.
